The first iii th** series was 
by Lester I). Thorne, treasurer of 
The Bristol Trust Co. 
Mr Thorne spoke as follows: 
"The philosophy of som ething for 
nothing or the uninterrupted pros­ 
perity. employment, and purchas 
inn power under government direc­ 
tion is entirely a myth. 
Once the 
fervor of war is over, there will be 
immediate pressure to return to the 
American way. With th*1 last state­ 
ment we agree. 
".Most of us who 
have 
proved 
ourselvt s capable of achieving suc­ 
cess 
in 
business 
under 
pre-war 
conditions will 
naturally 
try to 
have our old privileges restored 
But there are millions of people 
who have no intention of turning 
the country back to our own inuch- 
boloved tree enterprise - individual­ 
istic system. Certain war controls 
naturally 
will go when til*' 
war 
ends, but others may be substituted 
to protect tho masses during peace­ 
time readjustment years. 
“We know that wealth can come 
to all of us only through routine

It is true that something' 
cannot, be had for nothing. 
The 
broadest social security that can he 
offered is that which results from

" ’T hese are illu s fra fions of tin­ 
plate which a broad How of world 
trade can take In world prosperity 
and In peace betw een nations. They

Through the 
com plex stru ctu re of world trade 
the United S t a t e s lumbers like a 
well m eaning but often destructive 
giant. 


‘‘ ‘There are tw o kinds of cau ses 
of trade disorders. One Is cyclical

as those of 1932. The other is legal 
restrictions of tariffs, quotas, urn!

a rran gem en ts 
or 
other 
prohibitions and restraints. One of 
the w orst and m ost arbitrary of 
these trade harriers Is fluctuations 
in currency values. T he num ber of 
d evices for trade limitation grew 
apace in tin period betw een the two 
wars. Each new restriction by one 
country led to new action by o th ­ 
ers. It was a vicious circle in which 
in order to safeguard Its ow n pro­ 
duction each country sought pro­ 
lection from tin* goods of others. 
“ ‘In the efforts to break dowti 
trade barriers we shall encounter 
i omit I lo n s under w hich som e co u n ­ 
tries m ust restrict their im ports to 
conserve I heir su p p lies of foreign 
exch ange, and s o be able to m ain­ 
tain a sound balance of paym ents. 
It may be that. additional m arkets 
can som ew h ere be opened up for 
the products of som e such cou n ­ 
tries. It m ay he new export prod­ 
ucts

found. 
W ar-time 
changes in production will greatly 
affect the picture. For exam ple, Ute 
United S ta tes m ay Import less rul>- 
ber and silk after the war, but a 
threatened exhaustion of (iii and 
certain other m ineral resources in 
this country may lead to Increased 
im ports In these latter categories, 
and there will be many other shirts 
lu the ch an n els and types of trade 
between markets. 
" ‘The freein g o f trade and there­ 
by increasing Its volum e can 
be 
greatly aided by consistent effort 
by men of good will. 
" ‘It Is possible that intern ation­ 
al 
organizations 
for 
conducting 
such stu dies and a ssistin g in n e ­ 
gotiation s would be found feasible 
and helpful. 
‘“ Reducing the S w in gs of Trade 
Cycle 
In countries w h ere a sin g le 
export Is a 
large 
part 
of their 
livelihood the effects of such v a ria­ 
tions in tile volume of imports urc 
severe, It is difficult for any cou n ­ 
try to adjust Itself to such blows, 
especially when the prices fall as 
volume of export diminishes, and 
credit becomes less freely available. 
“ ‘The trade or b u sin ess cy cle is 
a 
long-fam iliar 
phenomenon. 
Its 
sw in g s 
have 
recently been 
more 
severe in the United States than in 
m ost other countries and In g e n ­ 
eral m ore severe since World War 
I. than before. 
When such sw in g s 
brliig d ep ression s 
like 
1921 
and 
1932 they becom e major problem s 
Imth for dom estic and foreign pol­ 
icy. T he point to be made here Is 
sim ply that 
huge sw in g s of 
the 
cyclo, w ith their great boom s and 
great d epressions, are as dam aging 
to the m ain ten an ce

are to any dom estic econom y, W hen 
aggravated they becom e one of the

and here in the great question mark 
— capital to ie* productive must be 
w isely used, and 
investm ent calls 
for an investor a 
well an an op po- 
tunity for investm ent 
‘‘ ‘The hasty a n sw er that 
many 
are making today

and an alysis 
There is grave doubt 
w h eth er the Am erican people after 
this war, Huddled with a huge debt.

‘‘ ‘T here are dan ger- that attend 
the flow of b u siness funds abroad 
that arise from deep-seated politi­ 
cal reactions. 
A powerful foreign 
interest in any < .mntry is a natural 
target for the politician who finds 
a popular response to Hie cry that 
th* 
foreign corporation is ex p lo it­ 
ing the country. The consequ en ces 
are discrim inatory taxes and regu­ 
lations and restrictions as to who 
can 
be 
em ployed 
and 
how, 
how 
much profits can he exported, etc. 
O ccasionally
